114 qts. I want to plant 50 acres as soon as the war is over.

PLANTING SUGGESTIONS—Walnut-Chestnuts 


I suggest you start out with a planting of walnut 60 x 60 
ft. this makes 12 per acre. Then set a chestnut in each 
center of each square of walnut making 12 chestnuts per 
acre. This gives you a nice balance in space and soil 
use for the walnut is tall and deep rooted and the chestnut 
is more shallow rooted with a lower head.

In spite of its size it lived, it grew, it bore and bore more. 
1944 we gathered 125 lbs. till the snows came, with 
probably 3 bus. still clinging to the tree. Twice a day 
my draft horse gets the ration of a handful of these delicious 
cookies (pods) and two Irish ears of corn (Nubbins’). 
He's fat and sleek. Saved bran for 13 to 15 weeks. You 
can do the same with a large herd of these trees also. 

The small root system will make it easy for you and the 
Mrs. to put in a lot of them in one day.
